^ U.S.,  Israel  working 
on  defence  pact

WASHINGTON.  - U.S.-  officials 
here  yesterday  confirmed  an  Israel 
radio  report  that  a Pentagon  delega- 
tion recently  held  talks  in  Israel 
which  considered  the  possibility  of 
concluding  a U.S.-lsrael  defence 
pact.  According  to  the  Israel  radio 
report,  the  U.S.  would  come  to 
Israelis  aid,  should  it  be  endangered. 

Such  a defence  pact  would  prob- 
ably be  signed  only  later  this  year, 
the  report  said,  after  elections. 

l/.S.  officials  here  said  senior 
military  personnel  involved  in  the 
continuing  U.S. — Israeli  joint 
politicul/milhary  talks  on  strategic 


cooperation  wound  up  several  days 
of  discussions  in  Israel  last  week. 

These  sessions,  know  as  “military 
to  military"  talks,  are  in  the 
framework  of  the  strategic  coopera- 
tion agreement  announced  late  last 
year,  at  the  end  of  Prime  Minister 
Yislzhak  Shamir's  summit  with 
President  Ronald  Reagan  in 
Washington. 

The  clearly  improved  strategic 
cooperation  between  the  U.S.  and 
Israel  has  also  affected  other  aspects 
of  the  relationship.  This  has  been 
, underlined  in  recent  days  with  offi- 
cial confirmation  that  the  U.S.  Navy 
has  purchased  Israeli-made  pilotless 
reconnaissance  aircraft. 


Soviets  will  help  us, 
Tlas  cautions  Israel 


MADRID  (AFPJ.  - Syrian  Defence 
Minister  Mustafa  Tlas  said  in  an 
interview  published  yesterday  here 
that  the  Soviets  will  come  to  Syria's 
aid  “if  the  U.S.  participates  in  a war 
(against  Syria)  alongside  Israel." 

Speaking  to  £7  Pais,  the  Spanish 
daily.  Tlas  said  that  former  Soviet 
president  Yuri  Andropov  promised 
Syrian  President  Hafez  Assad  that 
the  Soviet  Union  would  not  allow 
any  country  to  attack  Syria. 


Tlas  said  that  the  Syrians  and 
Soviets  have  made  plans  which  will 
enable  the  Soviets  to  airlift  two 
Soviet  divisions  to  Damascus  within 
eight  hours  in  the  event  of  a new 
Israeli-Syrian  conflict. 

Tlas  added  that  Syria's  methods  of 
fighting  have  changed  and  Israel  is  in 
for  surprises  in  any  future  conflict. 
He  mentioned  Syria's  newly  ac- 
quired SAM-5  batteries  in  this  con- 
text. 


CIA  reversal: 

Gives  Israel  access 
to  satellite  photos

WASHINGTON.  - The  Washington 
Post  yesterday  reported  that  U.S.  ■ 
Central  -UteWgzr.re  Agency"  Direct 
tor  William  Casey  “has  . provided 
Israeli  intelligence  with  access  to 
sensitive  satellite  photographs  and 
other  reconnaissance  information 
that  had  been  denied  the  Israelis  in 
the  late  1970s.”  . 

Repoter  Bob  Woodward  went  on 
to  note  that  “the"  extent  of  U.S.- 
rsraeli  cooperation  on  intelligence 
matters  is  a matter  of  some  concern 
in  the  CIA.  Some  officials  believe 
that  Casey  has  gone  too  far.  Others 
say,  however,  that  the  U.S.  gets 
much  crucial  information,  in  return 
from  the  well-respected  Israeli  ser- 
vices.’’ 

Woodward  quoted  retired  Israeli 
military  intelligence  chief,.  Aluf 
(Res.)  Yehoshua  Saguy,  as  saying  in 
ah  interview  earlier  this  year that  the 
CIA  now  gives  Israel  access  to  data 
from  reconnaissance  satellites,  “not 
only  the  information  but  the  photos 
themselves.. .Casey  now  says  *yes’  all 
the  time.’’ 

Saguy  was  quoted  as  saying  that 
Casey’s  action  was  “very  wise  politi- 
cally" and  confirmed  it  was  a rever- 
sal of  the  policy  of  former  CIA 
director  Stansfield  Turner  during  the 
Carter  administration. 

Turner  confirmed  to  Woodward 
that  Saguy  had  come  to  him  in  1980 
and  asked  for  information  and  data 
that  he  declined  to  proride.  “Other

Israel  does  not  have  its  own  tech- 
nology for  satellite  reconnaissance, 
he  added.  “One  official  called  the 
current  CIA  suppport  ‘Casey’s  gift,* 
and  said  it  is  so  valuable  to  the 
Israelis  that  no  price  tag  couJd  be  put 
on  it, ".Woodward  said. 

He  quoted  an  unnamed  source  as 
saying:  ‘The  Israelis  would  have 
every  reason  to  do  what  Casey 
wanted.” 

Woodward’s  disclosures  of  Israeli- 
CIA  cooperation  were  included  in  a 
lengthy  article,  which  suggested  that 
the  CIA  had  indirectly  sought  Israeli 
and  Saudi  Arabian  support  for  the 
pro-American  guerrillas  fighting  the 
Sandinuta  regime  in  Nicaragua. 

Israeli  officials  flatly  denied  that 
Israel  had  agreed  to  any  covert  sup- 
port for  the  so-called  contras  in 
Nicaragua. 

“We  have  not  supplied  any  money 
to  the  contras,  either  directly  or 
indirectly,"  an  Israeli  official  said. 
“We  are  not  coiisriously  or  with 
knowledge  passing  anything  to  the 
contras.. -We  are  not  a surrogate  for 
the  United  States .” 

Still , Woodward  quoted  U.S.  offi- 
cials as  saying" that  Israeli  assistance 
to  the  contras  .has  totalled  “several 
million  dollars  and  appears  to  be 
reaching  the  contras  though  a South 
American  intermediary.”

TEL  AVIV.  - Scores  of  members  of 
the  Liberal  Party’s  central  commit- 
tee last  night  decided  to  fight  their 
leaders’  apparent  consent  to  Herat's 
conditions  for  continuing  the  Likud. 
Their  rebellion  could  lead  to  the 
dissolution  of  the  1 1 -year-old  Likud 
bloc  or  to  a split  in  the  Liberal  Party 
Last  night's  meeting  at  the  office 
of  Tel  Aviv  Mayor  Shlomo  Lahat 
followed  reports  that  Herat  and 
Liberal  negotiators  were  about  to 
draft  today" an  agreement  on  merg- 
ing their  two  parties  and  to  cut  the 
Liberal's  share  in  the  list  of  Knesset 
candidates. 

Herat  and  Liberal  negotiators 
were  scheduled  to  meet  this  mor- 
ning to  try  to  draft  a declaration  ex- 
pressing their  intention  to  merge  the 
two  parties  and  their  agreement  to 


cut  the  Liberal  Party’s  share  in  the 
Likud's  Knesset  list. 

But  Liberal  Mincers  Yitzhak 
Muda'i  and  Moshe  Niwm  indicated 
there  was  still  much  to  conclude 
before  taking  such  ma  jor  steps.  "Not 
everything  had  been  agreed  upon." 
Nissim  said.  "We  are  discussing,  and 
will  continue  to  discuss  the  ideolo- 
gical prinnpnls  of  'he  new  move- 
ment." ho  added. 

The  negotiators  were  to  complete 
their  work  by  this  afternoon,  when 
the  Liberal  Party's  central  commit- 
tee is  scheduled  to  meet  here.

An  agreement  has  been  reached 
between  the  La’am  faction  and 
Herat  on  La'am's  complete  integra- 
tion into  Herat,  and  will  be  im- 
plemented as  soon  as  the  Knesset 
slates  are  submitted.  MK  Ehud 
Olmen  of  La'am  told  David  Marga- 
lit  on  Israel  Radio  Friday  evening. 

When  Menachem  Begin  was 
prime  minister,  he  appointed  a com- 
mittee headed  by  Yitzhak  Shamir  to 
negotiate  with  La'am.  Olmen  ex- 
plained. and  the  agreement  was 
reached  and  initialled  a few  weeks 
before  the  decision  to  hold  early 
elections. 

"The  Herat  leadership  felt  it 
would  look  funny  if  people  who  had 
not  been  members  of  Herar  sudden- 
ly participated  in  election  of  Herat 


candidates."  Olmen  said.  “So  it  was 
agrecJ  that  we  would  pick  our  own 
representatives  within  La'am  and 
that  our  places  on  the  Likud  list 
would  be  guaranteed.  As  soon  as  the 
slate  is  submitted,  and  there  won't 
be  any  sensitivity  about  new  people 
coming  into  Herat.  La’am  will  cease 
to  exist  as  an  independent  organiza- 
tion and  will  merge  completely  into 
Herat.'' 

In  answer  to  questions  about  the 
confrontation  between  himself  and 
Health  Minister  Eliezer  Shostak  in 
La'am  last  week.  Olm'errsaid  he  had 
decided  to  run  for  First  place  among 
La'am's  representatives  after  Shos- 
tak  had  told  him  he  would  not  run  for 
another  term  and  would  himself  sup- 
port Olmert.  "Later,  he  changed  his 
mind,  but  by  then  I was  already 
bound  bv  mv  decision."  said  Olmert. 


Security  Council  to  meet 
about  Ein  Hilwe  killings

The  UN  Security  Council  agreed 
on  Friday  to  hear  an  Arab  complaint 
of  Israeli  “aggression"  against 
Palestinian  refugees  at  the  Ein  Hilwe 
camp  in  southern  Lebanon. 

The  special  session  requested  by  a 
group  of  21  .Arab  countries  is  set  to 
convene  tomorrow  afternoon. 

The  Arab  complaint  relates,  to 
incidents  last  Wednesday  and  Thurs- 
day in  which  at  least  two  Palestinian 
women  were  killed. 

On  Wednesday,  Israeli  troops 
mounted  a search  for  terrorists  and 
arms  in  the  camp,  just  outside  Sidon. 
arresting  several  inhabitants,  injur- 
ing others  and  blowing  up  a number 
of  houses. 

The  following  day,  at  least  one 
woman  was  shot  dead  in  dashes 
between  camp  residents  and  Israeli- 
backed  militiamen.  The  residents 
were  protesting  against  Wednes- 
day’s IDF  actions. 

Camp  residents  over  the  weekend 
claimed  that  a woman  injured  during 
the  IDF  search  operation  on 
Wednesday  died  of  her  wounds, 
according  ro  an  Associated  Press 
report  yesterday. 

According  to  reports,  the  camp 
residents  yesterday  threw  up  barri- 
cades around  Ein  Hilwe.  An  IDF 
spokesman  last  night  confirmed  that 
tbe  IDF  was  mounting  patrols  inside 


the  camp  to  maintain  order. 

Meanwhile,  over  the  weekend 
IDF  units  and  troops  from  the  South 
Lebanon  Army  mounted  a large 
manhunt  for  five  escapees  from  the 
Ansar  detention  camp  in  Southern 
Lebanon. 

Ten  detainees  escaped  from  the 
camp  on  Thursday  night  last  week, 
after  cutting  through  the  barbed  wire 
perimeter  fence.  The  troops  guard- 
ing the  facility  fired  at  the  escapees, 
killing  one  of  them,  and  four  others 
were  caught  on  the  spot.  Five  are  still 
at  large. 

According  to  International  Red 
Cross  sources  and  news  agency  re- 
ports from  Beirut,  there  are  now 
some  400  detainees  in  Ansar. 

In  announcing  the  escape,  Israel 
for  the  first  time  implicitly  admitted 
that  the  camp  is  again  being  used  as  a 
prison.  .Almost  all  of  the  detainees 
were  released  in  last  year's  prisoner 
exchange  with  the  PLO. 

IDF  precautions  against  escaping 
from  Ansar  were  recently  stepped 
up.

Panamanian  ship  sunk  by  missile  in  Gulf 

Arab  concern  mounting 
over  attacks  on  tankers 


MANAMA,  Bahrain.  - Yesterday  a 
Panamian-registered  freighter  sank 
in  the  Gulf  after  being  hit  by  an 
unidentified  missile,  while  the  21- 
member  Arab  League  was  in  the 
process  of  seeking  western  and 
Japanese  help  to  secure  oil  tanker 
traffic  in  the  war-stricken  region. 

The  Arab  War-Risk  Insurance 
Fund,  a conglomerate  of  28  Gulf 
insurance  companies,  met  in  Doha, 
Qatar,  for  a major  overhaul  of  insur- 
ance guidelines  in  light  of  the  situa- 
tion. 

The  17,000-ton  Panamanian  ship 
“Fidelity”  was  struck  by  a missile, 
believed  to  be  Iraqi,  early  Friday 
when  it  was  headed  to  the  Iranian 
pon  of  Bandar  Khomeini  with  a 
cargo  of  steel  from  Spain. 

Shipping  sources  in  Dubai,  the 
United  Arab  Emirates,  said  that  24 
crewmen  of  the  Fidelity  were  res- 
cued while  nine  others  took  to  life 
rafts. 

The  Iraqi  attack  on  Friday  missed 
the  oil-tanker  Barcelona. 

In  Tunis,  foreign  ministers  of  the 
Arab  League  opened  an  emergency 
meeting  with  the  Iranian  attacks  on 
Kuwaiti  and  Saudi  Arabian  oil  tank- 
ers in  neutral  waters  leading  tbe 
agenda. 

The  meeting  was  originally  slated 
to  discuss  tension  between  Libya  and 
Tunisia,  but  Kuwait  insisted  on  im- 
mediate pan- Arab  action  to  deter- 
Iran. 

Iranian  warplanes  crippled  two 
Kuwaiti  tankers  on  May  15  and  May 
14  and  rocketed  a Saudi  tanker  on 
May  16. 

Reacting  to  the  Iranian  attacks, 
Saudi  Defence  Minister  Prince  Sul- 
tan said:  “We  must  not  be  shaken  by 
an  attack  on  a tanker  or  anything  like 
‘ it.  We  have  to  remain  alert  for  worse 
things.  There  must  be  a punishment 
to  be  inflicted  on  whosoever  harms 
the  rights  of  the  (Saudi)  nation." 

Well-placed  Saudi  Arabian  di- 
plomatic sources  said  the  Tunis 
meeting  was  not  expected  to  pro- 
duce any  tangible,  direct  accord  on 


collective  Arab  action  against  Iran. 

In  Rome,  European  Supreme 
Allied  Commander  Bernard  Rogers 
said  on  Friday  tbe  U.S.  was  “very 
concerned"  about  attacks  on  oil 
tankers  in  tbe  Gulf  and  would  de- 
fend its  allies  in  the  area. 

Rogers,  replying  to  questions  at 
an  American  Club  luncheon,  said 
tbe  U.S.  would  defend  allied  coun- 
tries in  the  Gulf  "even  though  the 
U.S.  depends  less  on  the  oil  produc- 
tion than  they  do.”  Rogers  did  not 
elaborate  which  Arab  allies  he  had  in 
mind. 

Iraq  yesterday  said  it  has  cut  Iran's 
oil  exports  by  55  per  cent  through  its 
economic  blockade  of  Iranian  oil 
terminals  and  will  continue  to  im- 
pose the  blockade.  Iraq’s  First  De- 
puty Prime  Minister.  Taha  Yassin 
Ramadan,  who  is  also  commander- 
in-chief  of  Iraq's  para-military  Popu- 
lar Army,  said  Iraq's  decision  to 
impose  an  economic  blockade  on 
Iran’s  oil  ports  and  terminals  in  the 
Gulf  was  “a  constant  decision  that 
will  continue." 

“The  results  of  the  Iraqi  siege  on 


Iran  have  become  clear  now  and 
have  begun  to  show  their  effect... 
the  amount  of  oil  exported  by  Iran 
has  decreased  by  55  per  cent  as  a 
result  of  the  siege,  the  consequences 
of  which  were  made  clear  by  the  fact 
that  Iran  then  attacked  Arab  tank- 
ers," Ramadan  said. 

The  Gulf  situation  on  Friday  sent 
North  Sea  crude  oil  prices  soaring. 

Operators  said  Britain's  Brent 
Grade  was  quoted  at  $30.60  to 
S30.75  a barrel.  75  cents  above  the 
official  government  price  and  up 
from  Thursday's  range  of  $29.95  to 
S30. 

The  Kuw’aJci  foreign  minister  con- 
firmed on  Friday  that  an  Iranian 
air-force  pilot  defected  to  Saudi  Ara- 
bia after  refusing  to  carry  out  attack 
orders  against  a Kuwaiti  oil  tanker  in 
the  gulf  region. 

Sheik  Sabah  al-  Ahmed  was  talk- 
ing to  reporters  before  his  departure 
for  Tunis  where  he  said  he  would 
deliver  a detailed  report  on  the  Ira- 
nian attacks  on  Gulf  tankers  at  the 
emergency  session  of  the  Arab 
League  council.  (AP,  Reuter)

King  Hassan  lashes  Arab  critics 


FEZ,  Morocco  (AP).  - King  Hassan 
II  lashed  out  harshly  at  Arab  critics 
of  the  conference  of  Moroccan  Jews 
held  last  week  in  Rabat,  saying 
Morocco  was  a sovereign  nation  and 
all  of  its  citizens,  Jews  and  others, 
had  the  right  to  meet. 

The  Israeli  delegation  is  due  back 
in  Israel  today.  Members  will  im- 
mediately report  to  Prime  Minister 
Yitzhak  Shamir. 

Tbe  conference,  held  on  May  12- 
13,  was  attended  by  about  500  peo- 
ple, including  an  official  35-member 
group  from  Israel  that  included  par- 


liamentarians, educators  and  jour- 
nalists. 

In  a speech  late  Friday  on  the 
occasion  of  aJ-Kuds,  or  Jerusalem 
Day,  Hassan  deplored  the  attitude 
of  some  countries  in  the  Middle  East 
who  failed  to  understand,  “and  I 
strongly  fear  that  it  will  be  years 
before  they  understand.  Even  more 
so  because  all  that  we  are  undertak- 
ing in  this  sense  is  in  the  interest  of 
the  Arab  cause." 

Hassan,  who  is  president  of  the 
Jerusalem  Committee  of  the  Islamic 
Conference  Organization,  did  not 
mention  any  country  by  name.  But  it 


was  obvious  that  he  was  referring  to 
Syria,  which  reacted  violently  to  the 
conference. 

Syria  recalled  its  ambassador  from 
Rabat  and  demanded  that  the  matter 
be  put  on  the  agenda  of  the  Arab 
League  council  meeting  of  f«  reign 
ministers  in  Tunis.

Supporters  of  Rabbi  Moshe 
Levinger  of  Hebron  who  is  currently 
in  police  custody  on  suspicion  of 
knowledge  of  the  activities  of  the 
alleged  Jewish  anti-Arab  terrorist 
organization,  are  demanding  his  re- 
lease so  that  he  may  attend  a memo- 
rial service  for  six  young  settlers  who 
were  killed  in  the  1980  Beit  Hadas- 
sah  attack. 

His  supporters  continued  to  main- 
tain a vigil  opposite  Prime  Minister 
Yitzhak  Shamir’s  residence  over  the 
weekend. They  have  also  obtained  a 
licence  for  a demonstration  opposite 
the  police  lock-up  at  the  Russian 
Compound  on  Tuesday. 


Meanwhile,  the  president  of  the 
Jerusalem  Magistrates  Court,  Judge 
Aharon  Simha  agreed  on  Friday  to 
release  on  bail  one  of  the  25  others 
being  detained  in  the  affair.  So  far, 
three  of  those  originally  arrested 
have  been  released  on  bail,  while 
three  others  were  remanded  for  a 
further  five  days  during  a special 
session  inside  the  police  headquar- 
ters on  Friday  afternoon. 

Sources  said  over  the  weekend 
that  Levinger  continues  to  effective- 
ly refuse  to  cooperate  with  investiga- 
tors and  spends  his  time  praying, 
reading  or  lecturing  those  who  are 
trying  to  question  him.  It  appears 
now  that  any  hope  the  investigators 
had  of  Levinger  cooperating  and 
possibly  leading  to  other  accom- 


plices or  so-called  spiritual  leaders  is 
rapidly  failing. 

Ironically,  it  is  the  Beit  Hadassah 
massacre  on  May  3,  1980  which  is 
widely  seen  as  the  immediate  reason 
for  the  emergence  of  the  alleged 
Jewish  underground.  Twenty-nine 
days  after  that  attack,  three  of  the 
most  radical  West  Bank  Palestinian 
mayors  had  their  cars  booby- 
trapped.  Two  were  crippled  and  a 
Druse  bomb  disposal  expert  was 
blinded  in  the  third  blast. 

Since  then  it  has  been  generally 
accepted  that  at  least  one  group  of 
Jewish  extremists  among  the  settlers 
in  the  territories  was  engaged  in 
anti- Arab  terrorism,  particularly  to 
avenge  attacks  on  the  settlers  them- 
selves.

Uzan  file  still 
under  scrutiny 

A police  spokesman  announced 
on  Friday  that  investigative  material 
concerning  Labour,  Social  Affairs 
and  Absorption  Minister  Aharon 
Uzan  (Tami)  had  recently  been  sub- 
mitted to  Nitzav  Yehezkel  Carthy, 
head  of  investigations . _ . 

The  spokesman  said  that  Carthy 
would  examine  the  material  and 
make  recommendations,  after  which 
the  file  would  be  handed  over  to 
Attorney-General  Yitzhak  Zamir. 

The  matter  concerns  Uzan's 
alleged  involvement  in  a bribery  in- 
vestigation of  Natan  Hovav,  the  for- 
mer secretary  of  Moshav  Shetula. 
This  January,  the  police  found  a 
receipt  for  furniture  which  Hovav 
bought  Uzan  for  $7,500  in  1975, 
when  Uzan  was  agriculture  minister 
in  the  Labour  government. 

Hovav  had  told  investigators  the 
money  was  a loan,  which  Uzan  had 
paid  back.  In  January  Carthy  said  he 
then  saw  “no  reason  to  ask  explana- 
tions of  Minister  Uzan.  Accepting  a 
loan  is  not  a crime."  (ftim)

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High  Court  to  rule  on  blacked-out  ‘Kolbotek’  expose

The  High  Court  of  Justice  is  today 
expected  to  rule  on  whether  or  mu 
Israel  Television  can  show  the  con- 
troversial Kolbotek  programme  ex- 
posing alleged  irregularities  in  the 
conduct  of  preferred  product  and 
business  polls. 

Initially  scheduled  for  transmis- 
sion on  May  1 . the  programme  was 
deferred  only  a few  hours  before  air 
time  at  the'  behest  of  the  Israel 
Broadcasting  Authority's  legal 
adviser  Natan  Cohen.  It  was  subse- 
quently revised  and  rescheduled  for 
May  H.  Again  it  was  blacked  out  - 
the  second  time,  because  Milan,  the 
company  under  Kolbotek  scrutiny, 
won  an  interim  restraining  order 
preventing  the  programme  from 
being  screened. 

Milan  is  an  acronym  for  Machon 
Yisraeli  Lamutzar  Ve'la'esek 
Hanivhar  (The  Israel  Institute  for 
the  Preferred  Product  and  Busi- 
ness). 

Kolboiek's  investigation  into  the 
background  of  practices  leading  up 
to  the  awarding  of  the  coveted  most 
preferred  citations,  was  sparked  by  a 
complaint  made  by  Yariv  Ben- 
Yehuda.  manager  of  the  Lahav 
Weapons  enterprise,  to  Kolbotek  re- 
porter Danny  Levinstein. 

Kolbotek  producer,  editor  and 
compere  Rafi  Ginat  stared  in  an 
affidavit  that  towards  the  end  of 


iys3.  Ben- Yehuda  was*  approached 
by  Milan  representative  Dalit  Sal- 
man. who  showed  him  a brochure  in 
which  Lahav  was  listed  as  the  most 
preferred  business  in  its  particular 
category  for  IVH4.  Ben- Yehuda  was 
given  to  understand  that  if  he  wanted 
The  official  certificate  to  this  effect,  it  . 
would  cost  him  1S27.IXKJ  plus  VAT. 

Asking  for  time  in  which  to  con- 
sider his  derision,  Ben-Yehuda  con-  . 
(acted  Levinstein. 

Subsequently.  Kolbotek.  with  the 
full  approval  of  the  then  director 
general  of  the  1BA.  Yosef  Lapid. 
established  a fictitious  company. 
S.L.  Marketing  Trade  and  Import, 
with  the  aim  of  gaining  recognition 
as  the  most  preferred  business.  Ben- 
Yehuda  was  asked  to  act  as  a liaison 
between  Milan  and  S.L.  Marketing. 

Ben-Yehuda  allegedly  informed 
Salman  that  he  would  decline  the 
honour  for  his  own  company,  but 
that  he  had  a financial  interest  in  a 
new  marketing  company,  for  which 
the  citation  might  prove  to  be  an  • 
effective  promotional  tool.  A meet- 
ing was  arranged  by  Ben-Yehuda 
between  Salman  and  Levinstein, 
alias  Sbmuel  Lev.  the  proprietor  of 
S.L.  Ben-Yehuda  had  been  re- 
quested by  Kolbotek  lo  emphasize  to 
Salman  that  S.L.  was  in  no  wav 
involved  in  the  trade  of  weapons. 

-After  facilitating  the  introduction 
between  Salman  and  Lev  (Levin- 
stein). Ben-Yehuda  bowed  out  of 


the  picture. 

At  the  first  meeting  on  January  4. 
|9S4.  Lev  (Levinstein)  was  told  how 
much  prestige  was  attached  incom- 
ing out  on  top  in  his  category  in  the 
poll,  and  he  was  left  with  no  doubts 
i’Ui  to  the  price  tag  for  prestige.  At  his 
second  meeting  with  the  Milan  rep- 
resentative on  January  12."  he  pre- 
sented her  with  a cheque  for 
1S3D.U30  made  out  to  Milan.  Both 
meetings  were  photographed  and 
recorded  with  the  aid  of  hidden 
cameras  and  microphones. 

On  January  IK.  S.L.  Marketing 
received  notification  of  its  success  in 
the  marketing  division  of  the  most 
preferred  business  poll.  The  noti- 
fication was  accompanied  by  a re- 
ceipt for  the  IS3U.U50. 

Milan  in  its  appeal  accuses  Kol- 
botek.oi  deliberately  setting  a trap, 
for  Salman  and  charges  that  photo-' 
graphy  was  cleverly  edited  to  repre- 
sent something  other  than  what 
actually  occurred. 

Shraga  Biran.  legal  counsel  for 
Milan,  last  nighr  told  The  Jerusalem 
Pom,  that  not  all  means  justify  the 
end.  He  charged  that  Kolbotek  had 
used  chicanery  and  had  staged  a 
situation  by  means  of  trickery, 
cheating,  impersonating,  bugging 
devices  and  hidden  cameras. 

Biran  said  that  if  the  company 
loses  its  appeal,  it  will  consider 
bringing  a libel  suit  against  the  IBA. 


Investigations  made  by  Kolbotek 
show  that  Milan  was  established  on 
November  It).  1WH  by  Meir  Fleis- 
cher and  attorney  Shlomo.Zvi  on  a 
511/50  basis. 

In  its  brochure.  Milan  states  that 
its  public  opinion  polls  are  con? 
ducted  by  The  Institute  for  Research, 
and  Statistics  Lid.,  and  the  Felman 
Polling  and  Statistics  Institute.  Kol- 
boiek^could  find  no  company  reg- 
istered under  the  first  name  and  the 
second  company’s  address  is  at  the 
office  of  attorney  Shlomo  Zvi. 

Checking  out  the  two  companies 
with  local  experts  in  the  field.  Kol- 
bntek  discovered  that  nobody  had 
heard  of  either  of  them.  Two  of  the 
country's  leading  authorities.  Dr. 
Mina  Tzcmach  and  Ya'acov  Levy,  in 
individually  signed  statements,  ex- 
pressed strong  doubts  as  to  the  credi- 
bility of  the  Milan  polls. 

The  IBA  contends  that  the  High 
Court  does  not  have  the  authority  to 
determine  what  may  or  may  not  be 
shown  on  Israel  Television.  The  IBA 
is  empowered  by  law  to  make  its  own 
derisions  in  this  regard,  other  than  in 
exceptional  circumstances  such  as 
the  Knesset  elections,  whefe  it  is 
muzzled  by  law.  The  IBA  asserts 
that  Milan  is  attempting  to  use  the 
court  as  a censor.,  whereas  Milan 
argues  that  Kolboiek's  method  of 
gathering  information  constitutes  an 
Invasion  of  privacy. 


Israel  to  seek  joint  ventures,  capital  at  economic  parley

More  than  400  foreign  business- 
men are  taking  part  in  the  Jerusalem 
Economic  Conference,  which  opens 
tonight  with  a reception  at  -Beit 
Hanassi.  "It's  good  news;  we  had 
expected  only  2511."  Ya'acov  Meri- 
dor.  minister  for  economic  affairs, 
told  newsmen  on  Friday. 

. Two  prominent  personalities.  Vis- 
count Etienne  Davignon.  vice- 
president  of  the  European  Com- 
munity. and  Dr.  Nobajyku  Fukuda. 
president  of  Japan's  Tsukuba  Uni- 
versity, were  prevented  at  last  mi- 
nute from  attending.  Substitutes  will 


represent  them. 

This  is  Israel's  third  major  interna- 
tional get-together  on  economic 
cooperation,  the  first  having  taken 
place  in  I96K  and  the  second  in  1973. 
The  .present  conference  is  strictly 
business  as  most  participants  are  not 
even  Jewish.  “They  seek  their  in- 
terest. we  seek  ours."  Meridor  said. 
The  result  he  hopes  for  is  joint 
ventures,  especially  in  research  and 
development. 

Israel  has  shown  exceptional  abili- 
ties in  R and  D.  offering  a service 
that  many  foreign  industrialists  will 
think  worth  buying,  claimed  Meri- 
dor. 


High  Court  rules  in  favour 
of  right  to  demonstrate 


In  a ruling  of  constitutional  signifi- 
cance, the  High  Court  of  Justice 
yesterday  upheld  the  right  of  demon- 
stration and  stressed  that  the  exist- 
ence of  a hostile  crowd  should  not  be 
allowed  to  prevent  people  from  de- 
monstration. ‘The  rabble  should  not 
be  given  a right  of  veto  and  violence 
should  not  be  rewarded,”  said  the 
court  judgement  . " ’ 

TbeLXuling. ^critical  of ‘the  police, 
was  delivered  after  the  Committee 
Against  the  War  in  Lebanon  applied 
to  the  court  to  order  the  police  to 
allow  the  committee  to  stage  a march 
in  central  Jerusalem  on  March  10  last 
year  to  marie  30  days  to  the  murder 
of  Peace  Now  demonstrator  Emil 
Grnnzweig  in  a grenade  attack. 

The  police,  arguing  that  a demon- 
stration could  spark  violence,  prohi- 
bited the  march.

Syrians  and  Iranian  guards 
clash  in  northern  Bekaa 


BEIRUT  (AP).  - President  Amin 
Jemayel's  national  coalition  govern- 
ment yesterday  completed  a policy 
agenda1  aimed  at  ending  the  civil  war 
amid  reports  of  a Syrian- Iranian 
shootout  rn  eastern  Lebanon  and 
fresh  unrest  in  the  Israeli-occupied 
south. 

One  Syrian  soldier  was  killed  and 
three  Iranian  Islamic  Revolutionary 
Guards  were  wounded  in  a 20- 
minute  clash  with  small  arms  in  the 
east  Lebanon  city  of  Baalbek  Friday 
evening,  reports  reaching  here 
yesterday  said. 

Dispatches  sent  by  car  by 
Baalbek-based  reporters  said  Syrian 
Army  soldiers  were  disarming  and 
arresting  Iranian  Revolutionary 
Guards  at  checkpoints  on  the  main 
roads  linking  Baalbek  with  the  rest 
of  the  eastern  Bekaa  Valley.  But  the 
number  of  arrests  could  not  be  deter- 
mined. 

There  was  no  word  on  what 
touched  off  die  gunbattle.  The  Sy- 
rians were  seen  exchanging  fire  with 
Iranians  around  a tent  near  the  city's 
Khawam  Hotel,  which  the  Iranians 
used  as  their  headquarters. 

The  Syrians  eventually  stormed 
and  burned  the  tent,  and  most  of  the 
Iranian  fighters  fled  to  the  fields 
around  the  city,  leaving  behind  their 
wounded. 

‘ In  Beirut,  hostilities  subsided 
yesterday  following  overnight  artil- 
lery attacks  on  residential  neigh- 
bourhoods that  left  five  people  killed 
and  44  wounded  by  police  counts. 


The  main  shortcoming  in  Israel's 
industrial  repertoire  is  marketing.

Everything  is 
doilar-linked  or  index-linked  here, 
which  creates  a serious  currency 
problem  for  the  Israelis.  The  fore- 
igner is  not  involved  in  all  that.  He 
will  operate  in  dollars  and  take. his 
earnings  out  in  dollars.'* 

Questioned  about  the  small  num- 
ber of  speakers  from  the  Labour 
opposition,  Meridor  emphasized 
that  he  docs  not  want  to  mix  politics 
with  the  conference.  “We  have  in- 
vited Danny  Rosolio.  head  of  Hev- 
rax  Ha’Ovdim  (the  Histadrut’s  hold- 
ing company)  to  speak,  also  Gad 
Ya’cobi.'  Labour’s  shadow  finance 
minister.  That  should  solve  the  prob-

The  Treasuiy  will,  adjust  the  in- 
come tax  brackets  this  month  as 
wage-earners  in  the  economy  get  a 
special  12-per-cent  compensation 
decided  upon  by  the  Histadrut  and 
the  private  employers,  a ministry 
spokesman  said  yesterday.

Last  week  the 
Central  Bureau  of  Statistics 
announced  that  ft  could  account 
already  for  a 7.5  per-ccnt  price  in- 
crease for  May.  The  12-per-  cent 


wage  increase  will  automatically  add 
some  2.5  per  cent  to  this  figure,  since 
the  housing  item  in  the  consumer 
price  index  is  estimated  in  such  a way 
that  it  reflects  every  cost-of-living 
allowance  payment.  To  this  figure 
will  be  added  the  “regular”  increase 
in  prices. 

[f  the  CPI  rises  by  12  per  cent  or 
more  this  month,  wage-earners  will 
be  compensated  by  some  9.6  per 
cent  or  more  in  their  June  wage 
packet,  in  accordance  with  the  new 
C-o-L  agreement.  This  would  be 
added  to  the  4.5  per  cent  compensa- 
tion already  agreed  between  the 
labour  federation  and  the  private 
employers.

20  people  burned  alive 

67  killed  in  two  days 
of  Hindu-Moslem  riots

BOMBAY  (AP).  - Twenty  people 
were  burned  alive  yesterday  when 
rioters  set  fire  to  a hut  on  the  out- 
skirts of  Bhiwandi  in  the  worst 
Hindu-Moslem  rioting  in  India  in  14 . 
years,  a state  official  said.  The  death 
toll  rase  to  67. 

' Maharashtra  special  secretary 
B.K.  Chowgule  said  the  20  Moslems 
were  trapped  and  burned. 

--Police  rescued  15  people  from  the 
fire  and  shot  one  man  to  death, 
Chowgule  said. 

' Police -also  opened  fire  in  two 
places  in  Bhiwandi  yesterday  after- 
noon, killing  10  rioters,  he  said. 

. - Bhiwandi  is  a hand-looming  cen- 
^ tte-  75  km.  from  Bombay.  Sixty  per 
cent  of  its- 450 ,000  people  are  Mos- 
lems, most  of  them  poor  textile 
weavers  of  labourers.  Most  of  the 
factory  and  shop  owners  are  Hindus, 
and  the  economic  disparity  has  fan- 
ned inter-communal  tensions. 

..’More  than  6,000  people  were  left 
homeless  in  two  days  of  rioting  and 
arson  in  Bhiwandi,  which  has  been 
plagued  by  communal  rioting  over 
die  years.  In  May, "1970,  200  people 
were  kiUed  there  in  India's  worst 
communal  .bloodletting  to  date.

Police  said  at  least  56  people  were 
killed  in  Bhiwandi  and  Thane  dis- 
tricts and  at  least  1 1 died  in  Bom- 
bay, including  four  arsonists  who 
were  shot  to  death  by  police  in 
Bombay  last  night,  in  two  days  of 
rioting. 

Curfew  was  imposed  in  four  cen- 
tra! metropolitan  areas  with  pre- 
dominantly Moslem  population. 
Shops  were  dosed,  sporadic  fighting 
broke  out,  and  militant  Hindus 
blocked  traffic  in  the  port  city  of  8.5 
million. 

Police  in  Bhiwandi  and  Bombay 
were  ordered  to  shoot  rioters  on 
sight.  They  reported  1,178  people 
were  arrested  since  Thursday  night. 
633  of  them  in  Bombay. 

Army  reinforcements  and  para- 
military troops  were  rushed  to  Bhi- 
wandi. But  rioters  burned  three  siz- 
ing factories  and  damaged  two  pow- 
er looms  in  the  morning.

Western  bid  to  revamp  Unesco 


PARIS  (Reuter).  - Western  nations 
launched  a campaign  yesterday  for 
reform  of  Unesco  against  the  back- 
ground of  complaints  that  the  UN 
body  is  over-politicized  and  is  facing 
a deep  crisis. 

Speaking  at  a meeting  of  the 
body’s  executive  board.  West  Ger- 
man representative  Karl  Moersch 
said  the  decision  by  the  U.S.  to 
withdraw  from  Unesco  (United  Na- 
tions Educational,  Scientific  and 
Cultural  Organization)  at  the  end  of 
19S4  had  brought  the  crisis  in  the 
Paris-based  bodv  to  the  surface. 


British  board  member  William 
Dodd  opened  a debate  on  proposals 
for  reform  saying  “what  we  are  seek- 
ing is  to  try  to  make  Unesco  a leaner, 
less  political,  more  effective  body 
which  makes  a major  contribution  to 
world  development.” 

A British-French  resolution  to  set 
up  a working  group  ro  report  to  the 
next  board  session  in  September, 
yesterday  won  the  backing  of  the 
Soviet  Union,  whose  delegate  said 
Moscow  was  “not  particularly  keen" 
but  would  go  along  with  the  propos- 
al. 


Burmese  battle  in  ‘Golden  Triangle’ 


TALfNGGYL  Burma  (AP).  - Bur- 
mese troops  have  fought  their  way 
into  the  temporary  headquarters  of 
Khun  Sa.  regarded  as  one  of  the 
kingpins  of  narcotics  trafficking  in 
the  "Golden Triangle." 

Brigadier  Aye  San.  Commander 
of  Burma's  eastern  military  region, 
told  newsmen  here  yesterday  nine 
government  soldiers  were  killed  and 
34  wounded  in  three  days  of  fighting 
before  the  camp  was  captured  on 
Mav  10. 


The  headquarter^  was  in  the  Lo 
Lo  Chan  area  near  the  border  with 
Thailand's  northern  province  of 
Chiang  Rai.  a traditional  stronghold, 
for  Khun  Sa  and  his  Shan  United 
Army. 

The  brigadier  said  the  bodies  of 
two  of  Khun  Sa’s  followers  were 
found,  along  with  communications 
equipment  and  some  weapons. 
Other  dead  and  wounded  are  be- 
lieved to  have  been  carried  away  by 
the  rebels.

“Unity  will  not  be  forced.  It  is  a 
desire  which  is  mutual  and  that  is 
how  we  conducted  the  talks." 

He  expected  the  declaration  to  be 
prepared  today  would  touch  all 
aspects  of  the  merger,  including  .a 
single  Knesset  faction,  unified  orga- 
nizational and  executive  institutions 
with  one  central  committee  and  joint 
assets.

Swiss  unveil 
hydrogen-powered 
truck  prototype 

WUERENLINGEN,  Switzerland 
(Reuter).  - Swiss  researchers  on 
Thursday  unvieled  a revolutionary 
hydrogen-powered  truck  which 
emits  only  steam  and  air  in  its  ex- 
haust. 

It  is  the  world's  first  such  vehicle 
to  have  been  developed  as  a pro- 
totye,  officials  of  the  Swiss  Atomic 
Research  Institute  told  reporters. 

Carbon  Monoxide  and  nitric  oxide 
pollution  from  conventional  auto- 
mobile exhausts  has  been  widely 
blamed  by  scientists  for  the  demise 
of  forests  all  over  Europe. 

Overall  costs  are  slightly  below 
.present  perrol  prices,  project  leader 
Mieczyslaw  Taube  said,  adding  that 
the  main  disadvantage  is  the  sys- 
tem's bulk,  making  it  best  suited  to 
trucks  and  buses.

Marcos’  success  assured 
as  vote  count  continues 


MANILA  (AP).  - Despite  oppo>j- 
tion  gains.  President  Ferdinand 
Marcos'  ruling  party  was  leading 
yesterday  in  enough  races  for  a clear 
majority  in  the  National  Assembly 
election. 

Both  government  and  indepen- 
dent tote  totals  indicated  for  the  first 
time  late  Friday  that  a majority  of 
Marcos- backed  candidates  were 
winning  in  the  races  for  183  seats. 
Marcos  appoints  an  additional  17 
assembly  members. 

By  yesterday  morning,  the  sixth 
day  of  laborious  vote-counting,  onlv 
103  candidates  had  been  proclaimed 
winners  - 65  from  Marcos'  Kilusang 
Bagona  Lipunnn  (New  Society 
Movement)  and  3S  members  of 
opposition  parties  or  independents. 

The  National  Citizens  Movement 
for  Free  Elections,  which  until  Fri- 
day evening  had  shown  opposition 
candidates  ahead  for  a majority  of 
seats,  reported  98  Marcos  candi- 


dates leading,  compared  with  85  for 
other  parties. 

Since  the  day  after  the  election  the 
government  had  claimed  at  least  100 
KBL  candidates  were  ahead.  Mar- 
cos predicted  he  would  get  140  seats. 

At  city  halls  and  other  vote- 
counring centres  across  this  multi- 
island  nation,  election  officials  read 
out  and  recorded  vote  totals  from 
thousands  of  precincts  as  members 
of  the  opposition  and  government 
panics  watched. 

Major  political  parties  were 
allowed  to  have  people  at  each  poll- 
ing and  counting  centre  to  watch  the 
conduct  of  the  election. 

The  election  commission  was  in- 
vestigating formal  complaints  of 
fraud  in  32  races. 

Opposition  leaders  also  were  con- 
ducting investigations,  with  teams  of 
lawyers  leaving  Manila  yesterday  to 
check  contested  results  in  several 
provinces.

THE  RAIN  clouds  were  moving  in 
as  we  wound  our  way  up  through  the 
Judean  Hills  towards  the  West  Bank 
town  of  Dura.  Destination:  Mustafa 
Desseh’s  vegetable  auction.  Upon 
arriving,  my  guide  and  Dura  resident 
Ahmad  called  for  Desseh,  and 
standing  at  the  entrance  of  the  dark 
shop,  he  explained  the  purpose  of 
our  journey.  After  some  delibera- 
tion. the  old  man  agreed  to  see  me 
provided,  he  said,  "You  become  my 
fifth  wife.” 

Desseh  was  kidding  of  course,  but 
only  because  he's  reached  his  limit. 
The  Koran  permits  just  four  wives. 
"Marry  the  women  who  seem  good 
to  you,  two  or  three  or  four,”  says 
the  holy  book  (Sura  4.  phrase  3);  on 
the  condition  that  each  wife  is  cared 
for  equally; 

While  Arab  residents  of  the  West 
Bank  are  subject  to  Jordanian  law 
administered  by  the  Israel  military 
authorities  concerning  most  daily 
affairs,  matters  of  personal  status, 
such  as  marriage  and  divorce,  fall 
under  Islamic  law.  Therefore,  De; 
ssah's  four  wives  are  perfectly  legal. 

At  70.  with  a deeply  wrinkled 
face,  wiry  moustache,  and  almost 
toothless.  Desseh  doesn't  cut  the 
dashing  figure  one  might  expect  of  a 
four-timer.  Yet  he  is  the  only  man  on 
the  West  Bank  to  hold  such  a distinc- 
tion. 

Sitting  in  the  simply  furnished 
guest  salon  off  the  main  part  of  his 
house.  Desseh  talked  about  his 
somewhat  unique  situation.  He  mar- 
ried for  the  first  time  in  1934.  but  the 
woman.  Amoni,  couldn't  bear  him 
children.  Without  divorcing,  he  took 
a second  wife  10  years  younger, 


Fatmah.  in  1944.  who  gave  him  a 
girl,  'hen  became  barren.  He  mar- 
ried for  a third  time,  but  once  again 
he  and  Hamidi  had  no  children.  All 
three  wives  were  from  the  same 
extended  family. 

"I  wanted  a boy  to  take  care  of  the 
land  and  the  business.1’  says  Mustafa 
emphatically,  "So  I bad  to  take  a 
fourth  wife.” 

Sounds  a bit  like  King  Henry 
VIII? 

Finally,  the  young  Rasmieh.  age 
30,  bore  Dessah  two  little  boys, 
Abdel  Kader,  today  aged  two,  and 
nine-month  old  Muhammed. 

Desseh  says  none  of  his  wives 
insisted  upon  divorce  and  in  fact 
blessed  each  subsequent  conjugal 
union. 

"Each  wife  knew  how  important  it 
was  for  me  to  have  a boy,  and 
because  they  couldn't  give  me  one,' 
they  encouraged  me  to  marry 
again,”  Mustafa  says.  In  .Arab  cul- 
ture. a man  takes  pride  not  only  in 
his  land,  but  in  having  sons  to  pass  it 
down  to.  The  first  three  wives 
together  asked  for  Rasmieh's  hand. 

The  four  wives  live  under  one  roof 
but  have  private  rooms  each  with 
their  own  cooking  facilities.  Only 
Rasmieh  has  marital  relations  with 
Mustafa.  They  all  work  on  the  100 
duaams  of  land,  cutting  grapes,  and 
share  in  caring  for  the  children.  The 
two-year  old  calls  Rasmieh  oum  - 
mother,  and  the  other  three  sirti  - 
grandma. 

Because  of  the  age  difference, 
Rasmieh  too  treats  the  other  women 
as  the  sitti,  especially  Amoni,  who  is 
40  years  her  senior.  "I  serve  her  and 
treat  her  with  the  respect  I would  my

own  mother,”  says  Rasmieh-  But 
during  our  visit.  Rasmieh  sat  next  to 
Dessah  on  the  Salon  couch,  toddler 
bouncing  on  her  lap,  while  Amoni, 
dressed  in  the  traditional  gahbtya 
and  head  covering,  served  us  coffee 
and  didn't  join  the  conversation- 

Dessah  and  Rasmieh  claim  that 
the  four  wives  live  together  harmo- 
niously, but  some  nosy  neighbours 
feel  that  there  is  some  tension  be- 
tween the  wives.  ‘ 

Even  the  Koran  cautions  that 
polygamy  breeds  jealousy.  “Yc  will 
not  be  able  to  deal  equally  between 
(your)  wives,  however  much  ye  wish 
(to  do  so)”  - (Sura  4,  phrase  129).  So 
the  issue  has  been  debated  through- 
out the  centuries. 

According  to  ZubairDibie,  Imam 
of  Nasr  Mosque  in  the  Old  City  of 
Nablus,  some  Koranic  scholare  re- 
ject the  notion  of  polygamy  entirely; 
but  -most  believe  it  is  acceptable 
under  certain  conditions. 

Typically  polygamy  has  been  con- 
doned in  order  to  marry  off  widows 
whose  husbands  died  in  holy  wars, 
tfficp  care  of  unfortunate  or  disabled 
women  or  unite  waning  political  or 
religious  factions.  The  Prophet 
Mohammed  provides  the  basic  ex- 
ample of  such  judicious  wedlock  - 
Of  his  nine  wives,  many  were 
widows,  older  women  or  divorcees. 
Abd  to  bring  an  enemy  family  to 
Islam,  he  married  Juayriah  - a 
Jewess. 

But  in  modem  times,  Saudi  King 
Abdul  Aziz  put  up  some  tierce  com- 
petition.

I HAVE  been  closely  following  the 
large  number  of  articles  that  have 
appeared  in  this  newspaper  deplor- 
ing the  fact  that  women  do  not  have 
the  same  rights  and  opportunities  as 
do  their  male  counterparts.  Certain- 
ly T have  no  quarrel  with  any  of  what 
has  been  said;  on  the  contrary,  it 
would  be  a positive  step  if  women 
were  paid  a salary  by  the  govern- 
ment for  the  double  and  triple  time 
they  put  in,  running  the  nation's 
households. 

What  bothers  me  is  a tendency  I 
have  noticed  to  totally  disregard  the 
most  unique  opportunity  of  them  all 
- one  which  accrues  only  to  women  - 
one  to  which  men  can  never  aspire  - 
that  of  being  a mother.  I realize  that 
in  these  modern  times  the  career  of 
motherhood  is  a rather  disparaged 
one  and  many  women  seem  to  see 
motherhood  as  a tiresome  chore. 

Certainly,  it  is  not  always  an  un- 
mitigated pleasure.  However,  if  we 
allow  for  a goodly  measure  of  ex- 
haustion. hard  work  and  sometimes 
even  heartbreak,  being  a mother  is  a 
privilege  unequal  to  and  unpara- 
lleled by  any  other. 

Fatigue  and  motherhood  are  as 
inseparable  as  tea  and  crumpets. 
Examples  abound.  It  is  the  middle  of 
the  night  and  you  have  fallen  into  a 
deep  slumber.  You  are  dreaming 
indescribably  wonderful  dreams. 
Suddenly  a body  appears  at  the  side 
of  your  bed.  "Mommy,"  whispers 
the  apparition,  “I  had  a nightmare." 
You  pluck  open  your  eyelids,  enfold 
your  child  in  your  arms  and  say. 
“Tell  me  about  it,  sweetheart." 

There  are  mornings  when  you 
■ awaken  with  a splitting  headache,  a 


WHEN  ASSUTA  hospital  in  North 
Tel  Aviv  came  into  being  just  50 
years  ago  this  week,  it  was  the  only 
modern  private  medical  facility  in 
the  Middle  East.  Even  then  the 
socialist-oriented  Yishuv  wondered 
if  there  was  really  a place  in  the  new 
egalitarian  set-up  for  private  hospi- 
talization.

Today,  although  leaders  of  the 
Histadrut  may  go  on  and  on  maintain- 
ing that  there  still  is  no  place  for 
private  medicine  in  Israel,  the  fact 
that  the  12S-bed  general  hospital  is 
always  full  gives  them  the  lie.  Some 
of  the  patients  are  in  wards  where 
their  ordinary  sick-fund  insurance 
covers  the  bill:  others  are  in  private 
and  semi-private  rooms  where  they 


sore  throat  and  a fever,  after  having 
spent  most  of  the  night  with  a sick 
child.  The  only  thing  you  really  want 
out  of  life  at  that  particular  moment 
in  time  is  to  lie  in  bed  forever  and  for 
the  world  to  go  away.  But  you 
groggily  drag  yourself  up  and  the  day 
begins.  It’s  not  easy,  but  it  goes  with 
the  job. 

[ remember  the  day  I had  planned 
to  get  out  of  the  city  after  months  of 
staying  home  and  taking  care  of  the 
baby,  whose  predilection  for  ear 
infections,  colds  and  various  viruses 
effectively  prevented  outing  of  this 
sort.  The  baby  was  going  to  stay  with 
grandma,  and  my  other  child  would 
be  at  a friend's  house  until  I re- 
turned. All  was  arranged.  That 
night,  the  baby  started  screaming  in 
her  sleep,  presaging  a new  ear  infec- 
tion. and  by  morning  I didn't  even 
remember  that  I was  supposed  to  go 
on  vacation  for  the  day.  I stayed  at 
home,  with  foe  baby,  because  it  was 
my  duty,  and  privilege,  as  her 
mother.  • 

I also  remember  another  day.  I 
had  broken  a fancy  and  expensive 
pyrex  casserole.  My  son.  who  wit- 
nessed this  minor  catastrophe  put  his 
hand  over  mine.  “Never  mind, 
mother,”  be  said  consolingly.  “I 
have  something  important  to  tell 
you.  The  only  people  who  don't 
break  things  are  people  who  don't  do 
things.  Can  I help  you  dean  it  up?” 
He  may  have  learned  this  lovely, 
thought  on  Rehov  Symsunt  but  he 
made  me  almost  burst  with  pride 
that  this  thoughtful,  understanding 
child  was  mine. 

Being  a mother  means  that  after 
watching  your  one-year-old  smear 


themselves  pay  the  difference  be- 
tween what  the'  health  fund  provides 
and  the  conditions  they  enjoy. 

Dr.  Benjamin  Frishman.  an  ob- 
stetrician and  gynecologist  who* 
serves  as  director  of  the  hospital  told 
The  Jerusalem  Post  last  week  that  he 
feels  there  is,  and  always  will  be,  a 
place  for  private  medidne  in  Israel 
and  that  the  place  for  it  is  in  private 
medical  facilities,  not  in  public  or 
government  hospitals.  He  says  that 
people  are  entitled  to  spend  their 
own  money  however  they  wish,  "and 
if  private  medical  care  is  high  on 
their  list  of  priorities,  then  they  have 
a right  to  this  expenditure  without 
being  punished  for  having  exercised 
this  option." 

A WELL  EQUIPPED,  modem  hos- 
pital. Assuta  has  20  physicians  in  its 
employ,  all  of  them  specialists. 


carrots  in  his  hair,  rub  potatoes  in  his 
eyes,  throw  the  spoon  across  the 
floor  and  dump  his  milk  upside 
down,  you  grit  your  teeth  and  smile, 
so  you'll  encourage  the  little  monster 
to  learn  to  eat  by  himself.  Then  you 
wash  the  floor  for  the  umpteenth 
time  that  day. 

It  doesn't  take  long  for  a mother  to 
discover  foe  purpose  of  foe  two  ears 
God  provided.  She  needs  them  in 
order  to  hear  two  children  separately 
at  the  same  time.  But  in  His  Wis- 
dom. he  forgot  to  supply  us  with 
more  than  two  hands  for  all  foe 
things  that  must  be  done!  Getting 
the  kids  up  and  ready  for  school, 
making  their  breakfasts,  packing 
their  snacks,  finding  their  shoes, 
helping  with  dressing  and  at  the 
same  time  handling  inquiries  such  as 
“How  do  soldiers  die?  Can  1 marry 
two  girls  at  foe  same  time?  Why  does 
a hippopotamus  have  two  nanles  in 
Hebrew?” 

And  as  any  mother  can  testify,  by 
the  time  you've  gotten  one  or  more 
children  off  to  school  and/or  nursery 
school,  you  haven't  energy  left  for  a 
decent  breakfast  and  usually  graft 
something  fattening  and  unhealthy 
like  a piece  of  chocolate  cake.  Later, 
after  you’ve  washed  the  floors, 
finished  the  laundry,  done  all  the 
cooking  and  watered  the  plants,  you 
know  there's  no  sense  in  sitting  down 
to  read  because  at  that  precise  mo- 
ment the  baby  will  wake  up  and  need 
to  be  fed. 

Going  to  foe  bathroom  is  always 
an  experience  in  our  house,  for  just 
as  you  dose  the  door  of  foe  W.C. 
behind  you.  a little  voice  invariably 
calls.  “Mommy,  come  quick.  I need

you!’*  Can't  it  wait?”  you  want  to 
know.  Forget  it! 

There  are  times  when  you  want  to 
throttle  your  older  child  after  he 
wakes  up  foe  baby  that  it  has  taken 
hours  to  put  to  sleep.  And  on  those 
rare  occasions  when  you  finally  lose 
control  and  give  your  son  the  smack 
he's  been  asking  for  all  day,  it  takes  a 
lot  of  willpower  not  to  hate  yourself 
afterwards. 

You  may  spend  many  an  after-' 
..noon  watching  television  program- 
mes like  contact  and  Rehov  Sumsum 
(and  not-so-delightful  ones  like  foe 
Dardassini  with  a child  on  each  side 
of  you  and  an  arm  around  each  one. 
This  will  help  you  to  know  what  a 
gargamel  is  and  what  the  cookie 
monster  looks  like.  These  are  quiet 
afternoons,  and  you  often  feel  soft 
little  hands  slowing  stealing  into 
youis.  There  may  even  be  a surprise 
kiss  for  you  from  a child  who  wants 
you  to  know  that  he  loves  you. 

Motherhood  means  so  many 
things,  like  an  indescribable  joy  the 
first  time  your  baby  holds  out  his

Another  150  Tel. Aviv  doctors  have 
visiting  rights.  This  means  that  a 
patient's  private  doctor  may  recom- 
mend hospiralization.  get  him  or  her 
into  Assuta.  and  personally  super- 
vise treatment. 

This  is.  of  course,  the  exact  re- 
verse of  the  situation  in  the  large 
reaching  hospitals,  where  once  a 
patient  is  admitted  his  own  doctor 
ceases  to  exist  and  all  treatment  is  in 
the  hands  of  the  hospital  staff. 

it  is  this  factor  more  than  any 
other  that  induces  many  people  to  go 
to  specialists  in  Sharap  - the  private 
medical  service  at  the  teaching  hos- 
pitals - rather  than  to  doctors  on 
their  sick  fund  list.  It  gives  them  an 
assurance  that  if  ihev  have  to  be 


hospitalized,  they  will  not  be  totally 
in  the  hands  of  strangers. 

Assuta  has  no  outside  financial 
support.  All  salaries,  equipment  and 
running  expenses  are  paid  for  from 
the  income  of  the  hospital.  But  it 
does  not  seem  to  be  lagging  behind 
the  better-funded  hospitals  in  mat- 
ters of  equipment  and  personnel.  A 
well-automated  laboratory,  modem 
equipment  for  radiology,  monitors 
and  even  ultra-sound  equipment  for 
both  obstetric  and  cardiological  use 
are  in  evidence,  as  is  the  most  presti- 
gious instrument  of  all,  a modem 
CAT  scanner  for  diagnostic  ex- 
amination. 

The  hospital  has  obstetric,  inter- 
nal medicine,  and  general  surgery 


arms  and  says  Ma-roa.  And  when 
this  same  charmer  cries  all  night,  as 
teeth  cut  sharply  through  swollen 
gums,  you  rock  him  tenderly  and  loss 
another  night's  rest  goodbye,  it  is 
Ma-ma's  touch  and  Ma-ma's  croon- 
ing that  comfort  him  and  finally  lull 
him  to  sleep. 

Have  you  ever  asked  your  child  to 
bring  home  the  mail  and  wbeo  he 
returns  it’s  with  flowers  for  you  that 
be  swears  he  didn't  pick  out  of 
anyone’s  garden?  There  have  been 
several  occasions  when  I have 
walked  into  the  kitchen  after  a few 
moments  of  exhausted  sleep  , only  to 
find  the  floor  flooded  with  soapy 
. water  while  a wonderful  child  pa- 
tiently washes  foe  dishes  for  his  tired 
Mommy. 

There  are  days  when,  in  a spurt  of 
efficiency,  you  make  a tasty,  nutri- 
tious. well-balanced  lunch,  heat  ev- 
erything up  and  put  it  on  the  table 
just  in  time  to  hear,  “Hi,  Mom! 
There  was  a birthday  party  at  school 
and  I'm  not  hungry  any  more.” 

■ .-.There  are  days  when  you’ve 
actually  succeeded  in  thoroughly 
cleaning  the  house,  finishing  only 
moments  before  your  children  and 
their  friends  track  mud  all  foe  way 
through.  Your  frustration  makes 
you  want  to  scream! 

Being  a mother  means  nervously 
biting  your  fingernails  to  foe  bone 
when  your  children  aren’t  home  yet 
and  foe  sun  begins  to  set.  It  means 
never  showing  your  fear  when  your 
children  climb  monkey  bars,  turn 
upside  down  on  rings,  walk  swaying 
bridges  and  jump  to  ^ high  pole, 
before  shinnying  down,  fireman 
style.  It  means  losing  endless  games 


units  and  a wing  for  geriatrics  and 
chronic  diseases.  It  does  not  have  a 
pediatric  unit  or  a neurology  depart- 
ment, but  there  is  a qualified  neuro- 
logist on  the  staff  iind  neurology 
patients  are  admitted  either  for  sur- 
gical or  internal  treatment,  depend- 
ing on  the  circumstances. 

THE  PRIVATE  health  funds  recog- 
nize the  hospital  and  its  doctors  and 
pay  the  usual  amount  for  insurance  if 
their  clients  require  a doctor  or  hos- 
pitalization. The  Histadrut  health 
fund.  Kupat  Holim  Clalit,  however, 
docs  not  pay  for  visits  to  doctors,  not 
even  the  minimal  fee,  und  for  hospi- 
talization at  Assuta  only  when  the. 
patient  is  under  the  care  of  a Clalit 
doctor. 

In  addition  to  its  general  services, 
Assuta  also  has  a number  of  private 
medical  clinics  adjoining  the  hospital 


of  checkers,  war  and  concentration. 
Being  a mother  means  a lot  of  worry 
and  tension  and  anxiety. 

Are  you  beginning  to  think  that 
motherhood  is  more  negative  than 
positive?  Tell  me,  then,  how  would 
you  measure  the  pride  you  feel  when 
when  you  see  your  child  running 
after  a stranger  to  hand  him  money 
that's  fallen  oat  of  this  same  stran- 
ger’s pocket?  When  the  day  comes 
that  your  child  passes  you  by  as  the 
two  of  you  are  racing  across  foe 
swimming  pool  - how  much  are  your 
feelings  worth?  Can  you  measure  the 
contentment  that  steals  over  you  as 
you  lie  on  a rug  and  your  baby 
clambers  all  over  yoa,  patting  yoar 
head,  touching  your  arm,  and  bab- 
bling lyrically  to  himself? 

Yon  walk  into  your  baby's  bed- 
room and  find  him  standing  up  — 
such  excitement!  You  watch  him 
when  he  discovers  shadows  for  foe 
first  time  and  he  plays  tag  with 
yours...  You  revel  in  the  way  your 
baby’s  face  lights  up  when  he  catches 
sight  of  you  after  he’s  been  playing 
quietly |gja  gamer.  The  total  delight, 
foe  ove^po^crihg  'jdyr'bf  "being  a 
mother! 

Those  moments  when  you  watch 
your  children  at  play  together  and 
see  their  happiness  as  they  play  hor- 
sy and  giggle  and  tickle  each  other, 
these  are  some  of  foe  rewards  of 
motherhood.  But  most  spetiai.  most 
unique,  is  that  fantastic  feeling  when 
you  look  down  at  the  baby  asleep  in 
your  arms  and  know  positively  that 
to  at  least  one  human  being  you  are 
the  most  important  person  in  the 
universe. 

When  night  finally  comes  and  foe 


which  are  staffed  by  the  specialists  it 
employs.  There  was.  until  the  70s.  a 
nursing  school,  but  it  ceased  to  oper- 
ate due  to  pressures  from  various 
medical  authorities  who  objected  to 
nurses  being  trained  in  a private 
hospital.  This  is  a particularly  Israeli 
phenomenon,  since  in  foe  U.S.  and 
Canada  and  all  over  Western 
Europe  including  foe  United  King- 
dom. hundreds  of  private  hospitals 
have  nursing  schools  and  some  of 
them  bear  highly  honoured  names. 

Now,  in  its  50th  year.  Assuia’s 
plans  are  to  enlarge  the  geriatric  and 
chronic  diseases  unit  and  to  bring  the 
hospital  up  to  about  200  beds  in  foe 
near  future.  From  the  lines  of  pa- 
tients in  the  waiting  rooms  of  the 
clinics,  it  would  seem  that  Assuta  has 
proved  that  there  indeed  is  a place 
for  private  medidne  in  Israel.

Israel's  showplutre  for  the  interna- 
tional economic  conference  starting 
tonighr  should  be  a new  project,  the 
"garden  industry"  going  up  at  Rose 
City  in  the  Oaliice.  This  is  the  view 
uf  its  creator,  industrial  Stef  Werth- 
eirner.  head  of  hear  Tools. 

Rose  City  can  be  described  as  an 
industrial  village.  "We  want  villages 
like  that  to  spring  up  all  over  the 
country,  as  kibbutzim  used  to  spring 
up  everywhere,"  he  says.  They 
should  contain  10-12  factories, 
which  must  figure  as  an  integral  part 
of  the  community.-  like  the  houses 
and  gardens.  The  factories  and  gar- 
dens go  together,  in  Wertheimer's 
veiw. 

Industry  has  an  ugly,  smoke- 
stack, wage-slave  image.  Respect- 
able people  prefer  to  work  in  banks 
or  other  white-collar  sectors.  But  the 
growth  industries  of  our  time  are  no 
longcm  dirty  repetitive  activity.  The 
accent  in  Rose  City  is  on  cleanliness, 
com  tori  and  natural  scenery. 

Manufacturing  » a glamorous 
occupation,  in  Stef  Wertheimer’s 
view,  and  it  must  be  presented  as 
such  to  Israel's  younger  generation. 
Agriculture  used  to 'be  glamorous, 
when  it  was  the  key  to  the  restora- 
tion of  Jewish  nationhood.  The  army 
was  glamorous  when  Israel  fought 
for  physical  survival. 

Today  the  country’s  future  de- 
pends on  industry,  and  Wertheimer 
has  developed  a whole  philosophy 
round  that  idea.  The  Zionist  spirit 
was  once  collective,  he  recalls  — it 
must  now  be  individualistic.  People 
used  to  work  with  their  hands,  hen- 
ceforth they  must  work  with  their 
heads.  The  pioneers  sought 
austerity,  their  successors  today  re- 


quire a belter  quality  of  life. 

The  elite  under  his  new  ideology 
will  be  young  entrepreneurs  with 
little  capital  but  a burning  idea  in 
their  heads:  they  have  thought  up  a 
way  of  producing  something  new 
which  may  command  a market. 
HOW  TO  HELP  such  welcome 
initiatives?  Tefen  is  the  answer.  This 
is  the  naihe  of  an  industrial  park 
under  construction  in  Rose  City. 
It  differs  from  other  such  facilities 
in  that  it  will  include  a launching- 
pad  for  the  young  beginners. 

They  are  expected  to  stay  there  no 
longer  than  three  years.  By  then  their 
firm  is  either  big  enough  to  seek 
|arger  premises  elsewhere,  or  the 
idea  was  not  a good  one.  During 
those  critical  three  years  they  will 
have  at  their  beck  and  call  ancillary 
services  which,  as  beginners,  they 
cannot  afford  to  create  for  them- 
selves: accounting,  advertising, 
priming,  telex,  a typing  pool,  a com- 
puter bureau,  meeting- rooms,  also 
access  to  friendly  advice  from  big- 
shot  industrialists  like  Uziah  GaJii, 
Avraham  Suhami,  Dov  Lautman. 
Stef  himself  — all  of  whom  are  board 
members  of  what  is  officially  called 
the  Bridging  Services  Industrial  Park 
(BSIP). 

Every  three  years  or  so  a dozen 
young  investors  will  try  their  hand  at 
adding  new  specialist  contributions 
to  Israel's  manufacturing  effort. 
Criteria  for  eligibility  include  the 
submission  of  a production  plan,  with 
a readiness  to  start  exporting  one 
year  after  the  plant  is  operational. 
Rental  housing  will  be  available  for 
the  operator  and  his  family  in  the 
residential  area. 

A word  of  caution:  no-one  lives  in 
Rose  City  yet.  But  330  people  have 
bought  plots  there  and  75  houses  are 


under  construction. 

WERTHEIMER  opposes  the 
philosophy  of  the  begging-bowl. 
People  should  earn  a living  by  their 
own  efforts,  without  a government 
to  bail  them  out.  Likewise  Israel  as 
a nation  should  pa>  its  own  way, 
without  fund-raising  drives  among 
Jews  overseas. 

"The  UJA  supplies  us  with 
S 300m. -400m.  a year.  Five  per  cent 
more  industrial  workers,  each 
producing  S50.000  of  exports,  could 
earn  that  sum  of  foreign  currency 
net.  without  any  recourse  to  dona- 
tions," he  points  out.  adding:  "Such 
financial  assistance  was  a life-saver 
to  use  at  the  beginning,  but  we  are 
grown  up  now  . We  should  be  able  to 
manage  by  ourselves." 

"Israel's  industry  has  grown,"  he 
admits  that,  "but  not  enough  — 
“witness  the  gaping  deficit  in  our 
balance  of  payments."  His  solution 
is  to  expand  production:  not  just 
any  production,  but  the  kind  that 
can  carve  out  a place  for  itself  in 
world  markets. 

Growth  must  be  rapid.  "We  need  a 
thousand  more  entrepreneurs,"  he 
declares.  He  wants  the  government, 
which  interferes  everywhere,  to  get 
out  of  the  way.  He  wants  room  for 
the  kind  of  expansion  that  counts, 
industrial  expansion.  He  hates  red- 
tape,  paper-work,  bureaucracy. 

He  doesn't  favour  big  companies 
(he  has  decentralized  his  own,  locat- 
ing one  branch  in  Tefen,  to  help  the 
place  star t up).  He  believes  in  a 
multitude  of  small  undertakings.  He 
would  like  to  see  the  new  ones  not  in 
Jerusalem  or  Tel  Aviv,  where  the 
Treasury's  offices  are  round  the  cor- 
ner. nor  in  Haifa  or  Rehovot,  hud- 
dling under  the  shadows  of  giant 
universities.

The  first  full  trading  week  in 
almost  a month  saw  the  share  market 
recover  from  sharp  falls  on  Sunday 
and  Monday  to  regain  a more  even 
keel  as  the  week  closed.  Turnover 
figures,  which  had  swelled  under  the 
selling  pressures,  shrivelled  up  in  the 
last  two  trading  days  to  below  the  $2 
million  level. 

The  announcement  of  the  20.6  per 
cent  rise  in  the  April  price  index, 
enormous  though  that  figure  may 
be.  bad  no  impact  on  trading,  either 
in  shares  or  in  index-linked  bonds.  A 
jump  in  the  index  of  this  magnitude 
had  been  expected  and  the  market 
had  taken  it  into  account  before  the 
official  confirmation. 

Even  the  foreign  currencies  failed 
to  give  much  of  a return  last  week,  as 
the  pace  of  devaluation  slowed  down 
to  a crawl. 

It  seems  clear  that  the  general 
public,  which  is  certainly  not  short  of 
funds  3t  the  moment,  is  not  directing 
any  of  its  money  to  the  stock  or  bond 
market.  The  reason  for  this  is  not 
hard  to  discover:  the  rate  of  return 
on  shekel  deposits  tapes  or  pakam 
accounts  in  the  banks,  for  periods  of 
a few  days  or  weeks,  is  well  in  excess 
of  the  expected  10-1 1 per  cent  rise  in 
the  index  during  May. 

When  faced  with  a choice  between 
a guaranteed  real  return  on  a risk- 
free short-term  deposit,  or  an  in- 
herently risky  venture  into  stocks  or 
even  bonds,  with'  their  attendant 
commission  charges  and  govern- 
ment levies,  most  people  will  dearly 
opt  for  the  former. 


Israel  slow  to  use  computer  software  potential 


EEC  destroys  tons  of  food  per  hour

TEL  AVIV.  - The  proverbial 
"mouseirup  orientation"  all  too 
often  restricts  the  development  of 
Israel's  computer  software  houses. 
This  is  the  belief  of  llene  Winer, 
director  of  the  Export  Institute’s 
Software  Centre,  which  she  set  up  a 
year  ago 

The  v-ell-knoun  proverb  says:  if 
you  build  a better  mousetrap,  the 
world  will  beat  a path  to  your  door. 
Bur  today  things  have  changed. 

Buyers  no  longer  even  think  of 
beating  a path  to  the  inventor's  door. 
There  are  many  sellers  out  there 
beating  a path  to  the  buyer's  door 
with  excellent  solutions,  Winer  says. 

Although  there  are  some  80  soft- 
ware companies  in  Israel,  only  69 
uppear  in  ihc  Buyers  Guide  to  Israeli 
Software,  which  was  put  out  with  the 
cooperation  of  the  Israeli  Associa- 
tion of  Software  Houses. 


"And  I had  to  pressure  a few 
companies  to  draw  up  a brief  de- 
scription of  their  product  line  in 
.time.  They  simply  didn't  realize  the 
importance  of  bringing  their  product 
to  the  attention  of  potential  buyers. 
And  many  didn't  want  to  put  a price 
on  their  software. 

The  first  catalogue,  put  out  last 
year,  simply  listed  the  companies 
alphabetically.  “But  buyers  are  not 
interested  in  the  name  of  the  com- 
panies; their  interest  is  in  the  appli- 
cability of  the  software  to  their 
needs." 

The  present  catalogue  is  arranged 
by  categories  of  software,  starting 
with  architecture  and  running 
through  banking,  .medical  manage- 
ment, travel:  industry^tCuJhere  are 
36  categories.  • ■.  ni 

Winer  notes  that  there  are  several 
fundamental  things  needed  to  run  a 
successful  software  house.  The  first 
is  to  draw  up  a programme  which 


"services  the  market's  needs."  and 
which  the  market  doesn’t  yet  have, 
and  this  means  keeping  up  with  the 
rapid  developments  in  the  field. 
Secondly,  the  programme  offered 
must  be  easy  to  use;  thirdly,  it  must 
be  a very  efficient  programme,  bet- 
ter than  competitive  ones.  And  final- 
ly. the  seller  must  find  the  potential 
users  and  sell  them. 

Israeli  software  houses  must  real- 
ize that  they  are  thousands  of  miles 
from  their  main  markets  and  this 
means  they  must  work  through  local 
joint  ventures  and  agents. 

Her  greatest  consolation  was  the 
recent  Hannover  Fair.  Nine  Israeli 
firms  participated  and  they  were 
quite  successful  in  selling  their  pro- 
ducts; 

"It  doesn't  take  a lot  of  money  to 
start  a software  house.  All  you  need 
is  a good  idea  and  a few  brilliant 
programmers.  And  Israel  has  a 
wealth  of  good  ideas."  Winer  says. 


LONDON  (AP).  - The  European 
Economic  Community  dumps  393 
kilograms  of  apples  every  minute  to 
maintain  guaranteed  prices  paid  to 
growers,  says  a British  member  of 
the  European  Parliament. 

Jane  Buchan,  attacking  the  food 
waste  policy  as  a scandal,  said  that 
every  minute  the  10-nation  com- 
munity also  destroys  1,648  lemons, 
1,358  oranges,  438  peaches,  21  kilo- 
grams of  pears,  34  kilograms  of 
tomatoes.  23  kilograms  mandarins 
and  41  cauliflowers. 

“Cauliflowers  are  buried  in  huge 
pits  and  covered  with  oil  to  make 
them  inedible.'*  Buchan  told  Bri- 


tain’s domestic  Press  Association 
news  agency  Sunday. 

Mrs.  Buchan  said  she  plans  a pro- 
test campaign  against  the  dumping  in  - 
the  European  Parliament  at  Stras- 
bourg. France. 

Last  Thursday,  British  Minister  of 
State  for  Agriculture  John  MacGre- 
gor revealed  that  the  community 
sold  surplus  wine  to  the  Soviet  Un- 
ion for  less  than  7 pence  (about  18 
shekels)  a litre  and  flour  at  5 pence  a 
pound  (454  grams). 

MacGregor  said  the  Soviet  gov- 
ernment did  not  sell  what  it  bought 
cheaply  but  at  normal  prices  and 
“pocketed  the  difference."

If 
the  money  is  not  received,  the  cor- 
poration has  threatened  to  cut  off  , 
the  current  for  Mekorot’s  water 
pumping  stations.

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The  trading  floor  is  thus  given 
over  to  the  activities  of  professional 
traders  on  the  one  hand,  and  the 
managers  and  other  major  sharehol- 
ders who.  in  many  companies,  are  ;

Numerous  issues  were  left  un- 
traded for  one  or  sometimes  even 
two  or  three  days.  There  were  quite 
simply  no  orders,  either  to  buy  or 
sell.  In  other  instances,  ridiculously 
small  orders  gave  rise  to  shatp  price 
movements  in  one  direction  or 
another.  In  one  case,  an  offer  to  sell 
300  shares  of  Alaska  Sportlife 
brought  about  a drop  of  9 per  cent  in 
the  price  of  the  share,  wiping 
S 100 .000  off  the  market  value  of  the 
company,  before  finally  an  invest- 
ment of  IS 1,300  ($7)  bought  up  the 
shares  offered. 

Overall,  despite  the  falls  at  the 
beginning  of  the  week,  the  General 
Share  Index  fell  less  than  one  per 
cent  on  the  week,  and  the  non-bank 
index  fell  L47  per  cent.  The  big 
drops  were  concentrated  in  a few 
sectors,  notably  oil  companies 
(-13.65  per  cent),  mortgage  banks. 
(-5.68  per  cent)  and  services  and  trade 
(-5.15  per  cent),  while  investment 
companies  registered  a weekly  gain 
of  1.95  per  cent.

Gulf  war,  bank  troubles 
add  to  investors’  worries 


NEW  YORK  (AP).  - Financial 
problems  at  one  of  the  nation's  ma- 
jor banks  and  air  attacks  on  oil 
tankers  in  the  Gulf  gave  stock  mar- 
ket investors  something  new'  to  wor- 
ry aboutthis  past  week.  ;

West  German-Egypt 
missile  deal  reported 


BONN  (JTA).  - A firm  called  Dyna- 
mit  Nobel,  a subsidiary  otf  the  West 
German  giant  company  Flick,  has 
signed  an  agreement  with  Egypt  to 
build  long-range  missiles  there 
which  would  fly  as  for  as  2,000 
kilometres,  according  to  the  West 
German  news  magazine  Stem. 

The  weekly  reported  that  the  deal 
was  signed  in  July  1982,  and  that  the 
project  carries  the  name  "Lonn,"  an 
acronym  for  long-range  missiles.  A 
Flick  spokesman  told  Stem  that 
there  was  no  agreement  but  prepara- 
tory meetings  had  been  held.  He 
confirmed  the  involvement  of  Dyna- 
mit  Nobel  in  dealing  with  Egypt,  but 
denied  that  the  sum  was  to  build 
missiles. 

In  the  same  report,  Stem  said  that 
by  now  there  is  practically  a com- 
plete agreement  to  build  in  Egypt  a 
light  version  of  the  Leopard  2 tank, 
and  that  Saudi  Arabia  will  eventual- 
ly receive  hundreds  of  units  of  the 
new  weapon  system.  According  to

The  Betar  Jerusalem  dream  burst . 
yesterday  with  Hapoel  TeJ  Aviv,  for 
so  long  their  closest  challengers  fpr 
the  National  League  soccer  cham- 
pionship, .thrilled  to  provide  the 
knife-edge  football  which  pierced 
the  bubble. 

Hoping,  yearning,  praying  For  the 
title  to 'he  decided  on  the  peniilti- 
mate  Saturday  of  the  season's  league 
football,  Betar  wanted  more  than 
anything  to  settle  things  in  their  final 
home  game  at  the  YMCA  stadium 
with  a victory  over  their  Tel  Aviv 
visitors.  Not  only  were  they  denied 
that  wish  and  went  down  to  a sour 
and  richly  deserved  3-1  defeat  but 
had  to  agonize  over  Maccabi  Haifa's 
hardly  inspiring  but  highly  effective 
1-0  victory  over  Yehud; 

That  result  sends  Haifa  to  the  top 
of  the  First  Division  table  for  the  first 
time  in  14  years  and  drops  Betar  off 
the  perch  which  they  have  comman- 
ded for  nearly  five  months.  The  bat- 
tle for  top  honours . remains  to  be 
settled  on  (he  final  Saturday  when 
Betar  are  away  to  Shimshon  and 
Haifa  entertain  Ramat  Amidar.  The 
bid  to  avert  relegation  still  Involves 
half  a dozen  dubs  and  that  issue  will 
also  only  be  decided  next  Saturday.

Hapoel  will  run  in 
on  Jerusalem  Day

TEL  AVIV  - Twenty  athletes  from 
France  and  Italy  will  be  among  the 
anticipated  1,000  participants  in 
Hapoel's  inaugural  Jerusalem  inter- 
national “mini-marathon,”  being 
held  on  May  30  as  part  of  the  capit- 
al's annual-  Jerusalem  iBay  celebra- 
tions. In  addition,  it  is  hoped  that 
several  British  runners  will  be  taking 
part,  race  director  Giora  Glazer  told 
me  on  Friday. 

Hapoel  are  organizing  next  week's 
21-km.  run  in  conjunction  with  the 
Jerusalem  Municipality.  Yediot 
Ahronot  and  the  Israel  Trail  Blazers 
Running  Club.  The  main  race  will  be 
supplemented  by  a 5-km.  mass-run 
for  all  comers. 

The  event  will  take  place  only  six 
weeks  after  Maccabi  introduced  the 
“mini-marathon”  to  Jerusalem,  with 
their  first  21-km.  race.  The  highly 
successful  meet  attracted  750  com- 
petitors with  another  3,000  or  so 
people  participating  in  a 4-km. 
popular  run  held  at  the  same  .rime. 
Hapoel  — like  Maccabi  — have  chosen 
a route  through  the  southern  dis- 
tricts of  the  capital,  though  an  in- 
novation this  time  is  that  at  one  point 
the  runners  will  pass  not  far  from  the 
Old  City.

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liberals’  last  chance 


THERE  ARE  some  parties  which  come  to  life  only  on  the  eve 
of  elections.  The  Liberal  Party,  or  what  is  left  of  it.  is  certainly 
one  of  those  political  bodies  which  are  hardly  heard  from  in  the 
years  between  the  national  polling  days. 

Particularly  during  the  past  three  years,  the  Liberals  have 
taken  back  seats  in  the  Likud  and  have  let  Herut  become  the 
dominant  partner  of  the  ruling  government  party.  The  four  key 
posts  in  the  cabinet  - that  of  prime  minister,  foreign  minister, 
defence  minister  and  finance  minister  — have  been  manned 
by  Herut  leaders.  Since  the  death  last  year  of  deputy  prime 
minister  Simha  Ehrlich,  the  Liberals  have  been  deprived  even 
of  this,  mainly  symbolic,  cabinet  post. 

Little  wonder  then  that  the  younger,  impatient  Herut  party 
functionaries  now  want  to  reduce  the  Liberals'  share  on  the  new 
Knesset  election  list.  For  them  the  19-year-old  Gahal  agree- 
ment, which  paved  Herut 's  road  to  power  and  would  have  still 
been  honoured  by  former  prime  minister  Menachem  Begin, 
represents  a meaningless  piece  of  paper. 

Following  what  they  say  are  Herut  grassroots'  demands,  the 
Herut  negotiators  now  wish  to  exact  a high  price,  even  for  a 
reduced  Liberal  representation  on  the  next  Knesset  list:  the 
immediate  merger  of  both  parties. 

Apparently  convinced  of  their  mass  appeal,  despite  the 
Likud-led  government’s  dismal  performance.  Deputy  Prime 
Minister  David  Levy,  former  finance  minister  Yoram  Aridor 
and  MK  Ronnie  Milo,  demand  their  pound  of  flesh  of  the 
Liberals.  They  want  to  see  the  total  extinction  of  what  was  once 
a pragmatic,  right  of  centre  party  with  historic  roots  - the 
General  Zionists. 

That  is  indeed  a high  price  to  pay,  even  for  a party  which 
would  probably  return  only  less  than  a handful  of  Knesset 
members  should  the  Liberals  be  compelled  to  run  on  their  own. 
The  latest  Herut  demand  for  a full  merger  indeed  puts  the 
Liberals  before  a far  more  crucial  dilemma  than  having  to 
choose  between  self-interest  and  pride,  as  was  stated  in  this 
column  two  days  ago. 

On  the  issue  of  total  abdication  and  fusion  into  an  increasing- 
lvnationalistandhard-Iine.  Herut-domineered  Likud,  even  the 
more  pro-Herut  Liberals  may  have  second  thoughts. 

The  newly  elected  Liberal  Party  chairman.  Energy  Minister 
Yitzhak  Moda'i,  therefore  deserves  his  party's  respect  for 
having  turned  around  the  Liberal  delegation's  earlier  surrender 
to  Herut  demands  in  an  eight-hour-long  marathon  session  of 
the  party’s  executive  Thursday  night.  It  was  no  small  feat  on 
Modai's  part  and  represented  a serious  rebuff  to  his  Liberal 
cabinet  colleagues  who  comprised  the  delegation. 

By  last  night,  the  full  merger  demanded  by  Herut  was  openly 
challenged  by  Tel  Aviv  Mayor  Shlomo  Lahat  and  Jewish 
Agency  chairman  Arye  Dulzin.  Both  are  Liberal  leaders, 
known  for  their  more  moderate  views  who  have  often  express- 
ed their  dissatisfaction  of  the  way  their  party  was  being  run  as 
an  appendix  to  Herut. 

The  question  facing  the  Liberals'  central  committee  today 
could  indeed  be  of  far-reaching  implications  for  Israel’s  politic- 
al scene.  Will  the  Liberals  insist  on  maintaining  at  least  a facade 
of  an  independent  party  structure,  even  at  the  risk  of 
having  to  take  the  plunge  and  face  the  electorate  on  their  own,  a 
step  which  probably  only  very  few  Liberal  Knesset  candidates 
would  survive.  Or  will  they  forgo  their  last  chance  of  keeping  up 
their  own  party,  even  if  only  remotely  worth  its  name,  and  give 
in  to  Herut’s  dictate. 

In  the  increasing  polarization  of  Israel's  politics,  even  a 
small,  more  reasonable  Liberal  nucleus  could  still  play  an 
important  role. 
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GREEK  President  Con- 
stantine Caramanlis  re-

Nicosia,  who  heads  the  archeolo- 
gical restoration  centre  in  Florence, 
said  his  $30,000  share  of  the  prize 
would  ’“help  speed  up  the  opening  of 
a new  archeological  museum  in  the 
city  to  house  more  than  50,000  ob- 
jects restored  after  being  damaged  in 
the  Amo  River  floods. 

The  BBC  received  the  $ 100,000 
Athinai  Prize,  awarded  for  contribu- 
tions to  human  rights,  in  recognition, 
of  its  objectivity  and  balance  in  inter- 
national news  coverage  during  50 
years  of  broadcasting  by  its  World 
Service. 

BBC  chairman  Stuart  Young  said 
the  prize  money  would  set  up  a 
travelling  scholarship  fund  to  give  ”a 
few  deserving  people  in  the  external 
services  a chance  to  widen  their 
horizons.” 

The  awards  are  presented  annual- 
ly by  the  Alexander  S.  Onassis 
Foundation,  a charitable  institution 
set  up  in  1975  under 'Aristotle  Onas- 
sis' will  in  memory  of  his  only  son.

RABBI  Yehoshua  Kernel- 
man,  head  of  the  Beit  Din 
of  Sydney,  Australia,  has 
proposed  a different  sort  of  memo- 
rial for  the  Holocaust.

That  would  be  a most 
living  memorial  to  the  youthful  mar- 
tyrs, as  well  as  a tremendous  con- 
tribution to  the  survival  of  the  Jewish 
people. 


"The  present  Jewish  birthrate  is 
below  reproduction,  it  is  actually  the 
lowest  of  all  the  other  national 
minorities.  The  Jewish  people  in  the 
Diaspora  is  exterminating  itself  by 
self-sterilization.  Jewish  families 
should  have  at  least  four  children 
each  to  take  the  place  of  the  martyrs. 


“In  the  biblical  story  of  Cain  and 
Abel,  we  are  told  that  Adam  and 
Eve  could  not  be  comforted  for  their 
slain  son  until  they  bore  another  son 
instead  of  Abel.  Similarly,  Jews 
could  not  be  consoled  nor  find  peace 
of  mind  unless  we  give  birth  to  an 
extra  1 .500.000  children  to  take  the 
place  of  the  slain  children  of  the 
Holocaust.”

A PERSON  backing  Labour  in  the 
coming  elections  may  be  doing  one 
of  two  things.  He  may  be  casting  his 
vole  for  Labour  or  he  may  be  casting 
it  against  the  Likud.  The  bulk  of 
Labour  followers,  those  who 
plumped  for  the  Alignment  fast 
time,  may  be  presumed  to  belong  to 
the  first  category,  those  who 
approve  of  Labour. 

But  Labour  needs  at  least  five 
more  seats  in  order  to  become  the 
government,  and  so  must  acquire 
100.000  new  supporters,  who  did  not 
vote  for  the  Alignment  in  1981.

If  the  only  reason  for  voting 
Labour  was  its  power  of  attraction,  it 
would  be  unlikely  to  gamer  those 
extra  seats.  Not  that  the  party  lacks  a 
policy:  what  it  lacks  is  personalities 
capable  of  “selling”  that  policy.  No- 
body in  its  Tanks  can  explain  to  the 
public  why  it  would  be  wonderful  to 
have  Labour  in  power  again. 

Its  leaders  - Peres.  Rabin.  Gur. 
Yaacobi.  Dinitz.  Bariev  - appear  on 
television  again  and  again,  stony- 
faced  men.  expressionless,  monoto- 
nous in  their  utterances,  unable  to 
conjure  up  a smile  between  them. 
Begin  could  laugh  and  chat  and  tease 
and  declaim.  Which  Labour  orator 
can  match  him? 

Who  is  there  to  sweep  the  audi- 
ence off  its  feet?  Since  Golda  Meir. 
no  one.  Yitzhak  Navon  alone  has  the 
gift  of  talking  with  his  listeners  as 
one  human  being  to  another;  and  he 
hasn't  opened  his  mouth  to  date. 


Time  for  a reckoning

ALL  IS  NOT  lost  however.  There 
are  excellent  reasons  for  voting 
against  the  Likud,  enough  to  sway 
that  crucial  bunch  of  100.000  who 
have  it  in  their  power  to  change  the 
country’s  destiny. 

As  ballot  day,  July  23. 
approaches,  the  time  has  come  to 
make  a reckoning.  Whar  has  the 


Likud  accomplished  in  office?  Is  the 
country  better  off  or  worse  off  than 
before?  We  are  looking  back  to  two 
administrations,  not  one.  It  is  the 
second,  the  government  that  was 
elected  in  1981,  which  must  be  our 
concern. 

The  first  administration,  elected 
in  1977.  achieved  Camp  David  and 
the  peace  treaty  with  Egypt.  That 
dramatic  success  justified  its  re- 
election  four  years  later.  But  the 
statesmen  who  accomplished  the 
deed  are  no  longer  in  the  team. 
Begin  retired  and  became  a hermit; 
Dayan  has  passed  away:  Weizman 
heads  a new  faction  which  opposes 
the  Likud. 

The  second  administration  was  led 
at  the  beginning  by  Begin-Sharon- 
Aridor  and  at  the  end  by  Shamir- 
Levy-Arens.  We  must  address 
ourselves  to  them:  what  have  they 
done?  Are  we  better  off  now  jhan 
before  they  took  over? 

Let  us  examine  the  record,  sector 
by  sector. 

Economics:  Nothing  to  boast  ab- 
out here.  The  Likud  government  has 
destroyed  the  national  currency.  All 
attempts  to  bring  inflation  below  the 
three-figure  mark  have  failed  utter- 
ly. Yoram  Aridor.  as  finance  minis- 
ter. proclaimed  his  intention  of  re- 
ducing the  price  rises  to  5 per  cent  a 
month. 


That  would  - believe  it  or  not  - 
have  been  seen  as  a success;  only  it 
wasn’t  achieved.  Under  Yigal 
Cohen-Orgad.  inflation  has 
worsened  and  there  is  no  prospect  in 
sight  of  halting  the  interminable  and 
deadly  upward  spiral. 

The  trade  deficit  vawns  as  never 


before.  The  national  product  has 
stopped  growing.  What  does  grosv  at 
a frenzied  pace  is  the  national  dollar 
debt.  U.S.  aid  is  greater  than  ever 
previously,  greater  (per  capita)  than 
the  aid  given  to  any  other  nation,  yet 
Israel  sees  almost  nothing  of  it.  The 
money  goes  right  back  to  the  States, 
for  defraying  debt-service  charges. 

All  the'  graphs  that  were  going  up 
under  Labour  - sometimes  more 
rapidly  and  sometimes  less  - are  now 
going  down.  Exports  were  increas- 
ing. and  are  now  dropping  (although 
there  has  been  a modest  improve- 
ment in  the  last  four  months).  Im- 
ports were  declining,  and  are  now 
rising.  The  trade  gap  was  narrowing; 
it  is  now  widening. 

The  stock  exchange  boomed  to 
unrealistic  heights  last  year  and  then 
slumped.  The  banks,  ultimate  strong- 
holds of  public  trust,  took  a beat- 
ing. They,  were  only  rescued  from 
disaster  because  the  Treasury  took 
over  their  debts.  Instead  of  saving 
cash,  people  are  spending  it.  The 
outlook  is  bleak. 

Defence:  The  Lebanon  war  can 
now  be  classified  definitively  as  a 
failure.  It  was  Israel's  first  unneces- 
sary war,  it  need  not  have  been 
started.  Haring  been  started,  it  was 
not  without  its  gains,  but  they  were 
outweighed  by  the  losses. 

PLO  leader  Yasser  Arafat's  milit- 
ary base  was  destroyed,  and  that  is 
indeed  a success.  The  military  threat 
to  Israel,  however,  was  and  remains 
Syria.  The  power  of  the  PLO  lies  in 
its  propaganda,  and  that  stays  un- 
quenched. The  Moslems  are  on  top 
in  Lebanon.  Israel’s  incursion  into 
that  country  has  brought  defeat  to 
our  allies  there,  the  Christians. 


Wc  spilt  a lot  of  blood  In  Lebanon, 
both  Israeli  and  Arab,  and.  what 
'have  we  got  at  the  end  of  the  day. 
An  inglorious  folding  of  the  tents. 
An  exit  without  a peace  treaty;  The 
Likud  deserves  little  credit  for  that. 

Religion:  Labour  had  managed  to 
hold  some  son  of  balance  between 
religion  and  state.  The  Likud  is  not  a 
religious  party;  it  is  inclined,  howev- 
er, towards  ■ myths  and,  traditions. 
Begin  was  easy  prey  to  army-twisting 
bv  the  Orthodox,  and  the  “historic 
partnership"  between  Labour  and 
the  National  Religious  Party  was 
replaced  by  a debilitating  liaison 
between  the  Likud  and  Agudat  Yis- 
rael,  reminiscent  of  the  relationship 
between  a blackmailer  and  his  vic- 
tim. 

Under  the  compact  that  existed 
berween  Ben-Gurion  and  Moshe 
Haim  Shapiro  it  was  possible  to  be  a 
pious  Jew  in  Israel  and  also  to  enjoy 
freedom  of  conscience.  His  near- 
namesake,  the  Aguda's  Avraham 
Shapira  and  his  men  are  tightening 
the  grip  of  theocracy.  The  Likud  has 
gone  so  far  as  to  agree  in  principle  to 
divide  the  Jewish  people  at  some 
future  date,  by  excluding  non- 
Orthodox  communities  from  official 
recognition  as  Jews. 

The  success  of  Orthodox  extrem- 
ists has  sharpened  antagonisms. 
Israel  is  on  the  verge  of  sectarian 
bedlam.  Violence  has  become  com- 
monplace: over  archeology,.. over 
abortions,  over  traffic  to  Ramor. 
over  the  backslidings  of  a cinema  in 
Petah  Tikva.  over  concerts  of  “pro- 
fane" music  (like  Handel’s  Mes- 
siah).

To  the  Editor  of  The  Jerusalem  Post 

Sir,  - The  recent  highjacking  of  a 
Tel  Ariv-Ashkelon  bus  and  its  con- 
sequences have  served  to  highlight  a 
□umber  of  problems  related  to  such 
occurrences.  Not  the  least  of  these  is 
the  question  of  whether  or  not  to 
accede  to  highjackers'  demands  that 
terrorists  imprisoned  in  Israeli  jails 
be  freed  in  exchange  for  hostages. 

In  the  course  of  the  storming  of 
the  bus  by  our  security  forces  a 
young  woman  soldier  was  killed  and 
a number  of  other  passengers  were 
wounded.  The.  highjackers  bad  de- 
manded the  release  of  500  terrorists 
being  held  in  Israeli  prisons.  This 
demand  was  rejected  by  the  Israeli 
authorities,  and  hence,  the  storming 
of  the  bus. 

Similar  occurrences  have  taken 
place  in  the  past  and  the  question 
arises  as  to  whether  the  policy 
adopted  by  our  authorities  is  justi- 
fied. To  my  mind  it  is  most  decidedly 
unjustified. 

In  the  present  instance,  the  Minis- 
ter of  Defence,  Moshe  Arens,  is 
reported  to  have  stated  that  Israel 
kept  to  the  principle  of  not  bargain- 
ing with  terrorists.  However,  Israel

has  bargained  with  terrorists  directly 
or  indirectly  in  the  past.  We  have 
been  also  willing  to  hand  over  large 
numbers  of  prisoners  in  exchange  for 
a small. number  of  Israelis  being  held 
by  terrorists.  Bus  passengers  in  the 
hands  of  highjackers  are,  for  practic- 
al purposes,  prisoners.  There  is  no 
logical  reason  why  they  too  should 
not  be  exchanged  for  imprisoned 
terrorists. 

It  has  been  argued  that  capitula- 
tion to  highjackers'  demands  would 
encourage  terrorist  activity  and  so 
lead  to  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
attacks.  This  is  surmise  without 
proof.  There  does  not  appear  to  be 
any  substantial  evidence  to  show 
that  rejection  of  terrorist  demands, 
with  subsequent  killing,  wounding 
or  capture  of  terrorists,  has  de- 
creased the  number  .of  assaults.  It 
has  also  been  said  that  submission  on 
our  part  would  lead  to  rising  terrorist 
demands  in  later  attacks,  and  to  the 
questions:  “Where  will  this  end? 
where  is  the  limit?”  There' must,  of 
course,  be  a limit  which  I would  not 
venture  to  define. 

The  opinion  has  been  voiced  that 
releasing  terrorists  held  in  Israeli 


jails  and  allowing  them  to  leave  the 
country  would  swell  the  ranks  of 
their  comrades  abroad.  Numerical- 
ly, of  course,  this  must  be  so,  but 
again  there  is  no  evidence  to  show 
that  prisoners  released  by  us  have 
constituted  a significant  reinforce- 
ment of  terrorist  organizations  out- 
side the  country.  Unfortunately, 
such  organizations  do  not  lack  for 
manpower,  frequently  well  trained. 

If  this,  be  the  case,  why  then  do 
terrorists  demand  the  release  of  im- 
prisoned comrades  in  exchange  for 
hostages?  It  is  likely  that  the  primary 
reason  is  the  propaganda  need  to 
secure  a “victory”,  to  demonstrate 
that  they  are  still  capable  of  inflicting 
a humiliating  defeat  upon  us.  We,  on 
our  pan  have  rejected  their  de- 
mands, for  face-saving  reasons.  But 
what  have  we  achieved?  Our  nation- 
al, pride  may  have  been  assauged, 
but  our  successes  have  often  been 
hollow  indeed. 

. It  would  seem  that  the  time  has 
come  - is  well  overdue,  in  fact- for  a 
heart-searching  reconsideration  of 
Israel  policy  in  regard  to  the  problem 
here  considered.

ing  school.  Our  older  daughter  Anna  - 
chose  the  latter  course  and  nwo  our  , 
second  daughter  Rachel  also  has  to  ■ 
decide,  unless  another  grade  is. 
added  to  the  present  junior  high,  a 
school  which  came  into  being  four 
years  ago  only  because  of  the  deter-: 
mined  efforts  of  the  parents,  and  in 
spite  of  municipal  obstacles.  ... 

That  is  why  we,  Kfar  Sava  parents, } 
are  determined  to  fight  for  what  w£  , 
consider  only  simple  justice,  the 
right  to  have  our  children  continue 
- thcir  education  while  living  at  home 
without  having  to  endanger  their 
fives  every  day  and  waste  time. in 
unnecessary  traveling. 

If  Mayor  Yitsbak  Wald  is. really 
willing  to  open  a religious  high 
school,  as  your  headline  put  it,  then  - 
let  him  do  so  - he  has  no  more 
excuses.
